HtrewiLli  is  submitted  my  report  as 
school  physical!  for  the  industrial 
School  ai  Miles  City  fur  the  fiscal  year 
endei)  June  80,  1935. 

Uunug  this  period  just  ended  thirty 
seven  tonsillectomies  and  twenty  three 
circumcisions  were  performed  at  the 
school  hospital,  and  a  number  of  »ni- 
nor  injuries  were  taken  care  of  at  our 
Clinic.  Quite  a  number  of  calls  were 
made  at  the  school  to  .'^ee  patients  un- 
able to  come  lo  the  Clinic  who  were 
Lr^ated   lor  various  ailmentt;. 

In  addition  to  these,  several  patients 
were  removed  to  the  Holy  Kosary  Hos- 
pital for  treatment  as  their  iilne;-seH 
were  of  such  nature  ihai  i  felt  war- 
ranted in  recommending  outside  hospital 
care  rather  than  attempt  to  Ireat  them 
at  the  -school  hospital.  Amon^^  the.-<e 
was  a  hernea  case,  an  appendix, and  a 
mastoia  which  were  treated  snrgiiMiiy, 
and  two  cases  otitis  .nedia  that,  were 
ji;ivrn  medical  treatment. 

Ail  the  boys  were  immunized  against 
dipiheria  and  smallpox,  and  there  have 
been  no  fpideinics  of  conta^'ious  disea- 
ses. ')n  several  inspection  tiips  to  the 
school  i  have  obs-rved  very  saniiary 
conditions,  and  the  j^eneral  health  of  tlm 
iioys  is  veiy  satisfactory.

During  tiie  past  year  sixty-three  l)o>s 
have  been  paroled,  seventeen  parole 
violator:?  have  t-e«n  returned  lor  var- 
ious cau.ses.  Four  buys  returned  in 
hon.jr  ior  re()lacemtni ,  and  eighteen 
returned  from  vacation  to  coniinue 
,^rade  and  higii  school  work.  An  im- 
orovemenl  in  labor  conditions  through- 


out I  he  State  has  enabled  us  to  ()lace 
more  t)oys  to  work  on  short  jobs  than 
last  year  A  goodlv  number  of  our 
boys  are  eiiipioyed  in  tlie  C.  C.  C  and 
forestry' service,  and  a  few  are  employ- 
ed on  other  Government  wurk  With 
very  few  exceptions  all  havi  made 
good  on  !he  several  jobs  and  are  highly 
regarded  by  the  officers  and  other  offi- 
cials in  these  camps. 

Li  the  past  year  the  Parole  Officer 
has  visited  each  and  every  countx  in 
the  ."^tate  vvherei;i  parole  boys  or  bo>  s 
ni'vv  at  the  Institution  ce-iide,  and  has 
contactt-d  the  bnvsand  iheir  faniilie;s 
VN  henever  pos.^ii'le.  The  Parole  Officer 
has  traveled  sm.UUU  miles  during  the 
year  attending  to  the  work  nf  this  o-- 
partmeiit,  and  fines  the  boys  from  >'Ur 
Institution  are  af»  a  general  rule  mak- 
ing good  progress.  Our  parole  hoys 
always  seem  glad  to  liave  the  Parule 
Officer  call  on  them,  and  J  have  .>et  to 
meet  a  bi'y  from  our  .>ci:uoi  who  does 
not  show  a  kindly  inlenst  in  liis  form- 
erotficersand  faculty  of  tlie  institution.
